WASHINGTON, June 16.—For 
the present at least, Herbert Hoo- 
ver intends to retain his post as 
Secretary of Commerce, and if he 
has formulated any other cam- 
paign plans, they remain a closely 
guarded secret. 

Within the next week or a, 
however, it is expected that Hoov- 
er’S progrdm will begin to take 
on ta definite outline, as he con- 
sults with party leaders returning 
from the Kansas City convention 
and receives their advice and opin- 
ions On the conduct of the cam- 
paign. 

So far as Hoover is concerned, 
it is likely to be pretty much of 
a “front porch’ ¢ampaign. He 
doesn’t care much for stumping, 
and the brunt of platform cam- 
paigning undoubtedly will fall on 
Curtis. Both, particularly Hoover, 
are expected to make extensive 
use of the radio, which in recent 
years has revolutionized political 
campaign methods. 

Notification in California, 

It is certain, that the Repub- 
lican presidential nominee, after 
a series of conferences in Wash- 
ington with party leaders, will 
journey across the continent early 
next month to his Palo Alto, Cal., 
home, There he formally will be 
notified of his nomination by a 
committee to be headed by Senator 
Moses of New Hampshire, and this 
occasion will afford him an oppor- 
tunity to discuss the issues of the 
campaign as he sees them. 

Next Thursday, a special com- 
mittee from the R oublican Na- 
tio. a] Convention, headed by Ralph 
Williams of Oregon, is to neet the 
nominee at the Willard Hotel here, 
for an expression of his wishes 
as to the national chairmanship 
Several Mentioned for Chairman. 

Until this has been done no one 
will be named to succeed William 
M. Butler of Massachusetts, in- 
cumbent. A number of men are 
in line-for the job? including Sec- 
retary Work, James W. Good, 
Claudis Houston, Walter F. Brown, 
and Williams and Butler. 

Just how soon Hoover will re- 
sign from the Cabinet and devote 
his entire time to the campaign 
was a subject for speculation.

KENNETT, Mo.,. June. 16.—A 
for homes and

the St. Francis River levee six 
miles northwest of here gave way, 
overflowing a five-mile area. Hun- 
dreds of families have been driven 
from their homes. 

Weakened by seepage which per- 
sisted in spite of everything done 
by the 3000 farmers, professional 
and business men who labored on 
into the night, the levee gave way 
at 1:50 this morning. The crey- 
asse, 150 feet wide at the start, had 


increased to 300 feet by 8 o'clock. 

Workmen who were on the dike 
at the time it went out were 
warned as the dirt began to move, 
and fled to safety. - Residents of 
the region had ample warning. 

A prociamation was issued by the 
Mayor of Kennett early today ask- 
ing all business houses to close and 
requesting that all available men 
be sent to strengthen the levee in 
anticipation of the third rise, which 
is expected to reach its crest Tues- 
day or Wednesday. Authorities be- 
lieve it will be a foot and a half 
higher than the present one. 

Along the river north to Camp- 
bell, hundreds of workmen were 
making aie strenuous ‘effort to 
strengthen the weakened dike to 
prevent a fruther inundation of the 
adjacent farm lands. It was ex. 
pected that the force of men would 
be doubled along the 25 miles of 
river front before the day had 
passed. 

Five companies of Missouri Na- 
tional Guardsmen have been on 
duty in the territory for. several 
days. 


i Watcts of White River Cover 
~) 40,000 Acres. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEWPORT, Ark., June’ 16. — 
I‘lood waters of the White River 
today spreak out fan-like over ap- 
proximately 40,000 acres of land, 
some of it newly cuXivated, and 
the 800 residents of the valley in 
the lower parts of Jackson County 
were camped in improvised homes 
On higher ground. The main levee 
at Stephens, 12 miles south of 
Newport, crashed last night, but 
a warning broadcast 24 hours pre- 
viously enabled farmers’ tenants to 
escape with their livestock. The 
only loss reported today was to 
crops.

Water through the Steph- 
ens crevasse will cover a consid- 
erable portion of the lower part 
of Jackson County and _ flow 
through the Cache River Valley 
into parts of Easterh Woodruff 
County. The greatest volume will 
empty back into the White River 
near Clarendon, Ark., where a 
high levee protects the town. South 
of Clarendon the flood will cover 
thousands of acres.

Messages Sent Via Montreal From 
New York to Melbourne

York and Melbourne, Australia, 
were linked directly last night 


through the opening of the new 
short wave radio beam service by

tion of Policy. 


WILL SEEK EQUALITY 
BY NEW TREATIES 


Contends Restrictions of 
Past 80 Years Are Con- 
trary to Principles of 
International Law. 


By the Associated Press. 

NANKING, June 16.—The Na- 
tionalist Government issued a de- 
claration of policy today stating 
that unification of China has now 


been achieved and that the new 
Government aims at gaining for 
the Chinese people the blessings of 
liberty and freedom and for China 
international peace on the basis 
of equality. 

The statement declares that any 
militaristic form of government 
will be discarded and that Com- 
munists will not be tolerated. 

Finally the Nationalist Govern- 
ment proposes to negotiate im- 
mediately new treaties on the basis 
of equal rights and mutual re- 
spect of sovereignty. ) 

The Nationalist statement says: 

“The revolufion led by the Na- 
tionalist Government has for its 
primary object the building up of a 
new state. . 

Will Discard Militarists. 

“What we mean by the new state 
is the putting into effect of ihe 
‘three principles’ laid down by our 
late chief (Sun Yat Sen), so that 
we may gain for our people the 
blessing of liberty and freedom and 
for China international peace on 
the basis of equality. 

“We will naturally diseard any 
militaristic form of government 
which has been the practice of 
the past. We shall not tolerate any 
persons aiming at the destruction 
of modern social institutions, such 
as the communists. 

“To realize its hope for the new 
state, the National Government 
must put its international relations 
on a new basis. For 80 years China 
has been under the shackles of un- 
equal treaties. These restrictions 
are in contravention of the princi- 
ple of international law, of mutual 
respect for sovereignty, and are not 
allowed by any sovereign state. 
Hence China, in various -declara- 
tions, has asked for the sympa- 
thetic understanding of friendly 
nations. We are pleased to note 
since the latter part of 1926 that 
the spokesmen of the Powers have 
expressed their willingness to ne- 
gotiate new equal treaties, 

“Now that the unification of 
China has been consummated, we 
think the time is ripe for taking 
a further step and to begin at once 
to negotiate—in accordance with 
diplomatic procedure—new treaties 
on the basis of complete equality 
and mutual respect for each oth- 
er’s sovereignty. 

Thinks Trade Will Grow. 

“Thé Nati6nalist Government 
firmly believes when this is ac- 
complished that friendly relations 
between China and the other Pow- 
ers, that good will among the peo- 
ples, and that China’s internation- 
al trade and facilities for trans- 
portation will ever increase and 
that even better protection wiil be 
afforded the lives and prcperty of 
foreigners in China, 

“The Nationalist Government 
wishes to make to the friendly 
rations the further declaration that 
it will not disregard, nor has it dis- 
regarded, any international respon- 
sibilities in consequence of agree- 
ments and understandings properly 
an. dlegally concluded and on a 
basis of equality. When the treaty 
restrictions have been. removed, the 
mutual assistance, morally as well 
as materially, that may be. ren- 


| dered between China and the other 


Powers, will dofibtlessly enhance 
the progress of the civilization of 
the world. 

“With profound sincerity, the 
Nationalist Government in the 
name of the people of all China, 
makes the foregoing declaration to 
the whole world and hopes that all 
friendly nations will accord their 
fullest sympathetic understanding 
to its program as a new state as a 
step towards the attainment of the 
ideal of mutual hélp for the glory 
of mankind and for the further- 
ance of the peace of the world.”

$10 00 TORNADO 
DAMAGE W OZARKS 


West Plains Citizens Aid Relief 
Work at Bakersfield, Mo.; 
No: Lives Lost.

BAKERSFIELD, Mo., June 16. 
—With the aid of the American 
Red Cross and residents of West- 
plains and the surrounding terri- 
tory, this inland town of Ozark 
County is recovering from the ef- 


fects of a tornado that struck here 
Tuesday evening, twice within four 
minutes. Property damage is ex- 
pected to reach $100,000. 

The tornado took no toll of 
human life. Two men were in- 
jured, but neither seriously, when 
a barn in which they had taken 
refuge was taken for a ride by the 
tornado and landed on top of them 
after they had been thrown out. 
They are John Powell and Tom 
Cropper. Rescuers dug them out 
from under the heavy timbers,

Help from. outside Bakersfield 
was delayed at first after the tor- 
nady had struck, largely because 
of the damage to roads and com- 
munication facilities by the storm 
and floods in this vicinity. 

Large fallen trees blocked the 
roads for miles. 

Mhen outside help did arrive, the 
helpers found Bakersfield’s citi- 
zens Organized and the relief work 
well under way.

Declare Only 10 Per Cent 0 
Membership Was at Business 
Men's Meeting.

Five North St. Louis 
firms today sent a letter to 
Board of Aldermen, in which they 
assert that the action of the North 
St. Louis Business Men’s Associa- 
tion, Thursday night, in condemns 
ing the proposal to grant a fra 
chise to the Illinois Terminal SYS 
tem to carry freight over North St 
Louis streets for 50 years should 
not be interpreted as representing 
the sentiment of the membership 
of that association. 

They declare that only 10 per 
cent of the membership was pres- 
ent and that no general noticg that 
the franchise would be taken’ 
was given. 

Confidence that the Board of Al 
dermen will protect the interest 
of the city is expressed. That, i 
effect, was what the associatio 
asked, but it was declared that th 
ordinance in its present form di 
not protect the city’s interest, 

In asking the adoption of 
resoluion against the ordinance 
the Thursday night meeting, Albe 
Schmidt, former Associate Cit 
Counselor, who is chairman of the 
association’s Legislative Commit- 
tee, declared that the association 
habitually functioned through com- 
mittees, delegating to committee 
investigation of any controversial 
question and usually accepting the 
committee’s judgment, 

Schmidt said that both the Leg- 
islative and Wublic Improvements 
committees had investigated pain 
takingly the franchise ordina 
and had reached a unanimous con 
clusion that, in its present form, 
it was objectionable to the interests 
of North St. Louis and to the city 
at large.

“Senator Curtis is true and

“The nominees should balance 
each other and Mr. Hoover is ab- 
solutely colorless.

Yet Mr. Hoover is 
the one man in American politica: 
life today who has had ample op- 
portunity to form personal opin 
ions that might be at variance with 
the present foreign policy of the 
United States.” 

Shaver predicted that in extend- 
ing a hand to the West with the 
Hoover-Curtis ticket, thy Repub- 
lican party failed to consider tha* 
the electoral votes in several West- 
crn states are not equal to those 
in g@ single strong Eastern state.

Aldermanic ‘Committee’s Proposed Changes 
Leave Every Alderman in His Own 
. District. / 


When redistricting the city wards 
leave every Alderman, every le- 
publican Committeeman and Com- 
mitteewoman in his or her own 
ward. . 

This was rule No. 1 for the Re- 
districting Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen, which has presented 
a bill, the fruit of several weeks 
labor, to the board. 

As the result of careful adher- 
ence to the rule, no Alderman wil! 
be moved to oppose the measure 
on the ground that it makes him 
ineligible for re-elegtion, nor wil! 
any of the 56 ward members of 
the Republican City Committee 
have such an objection to make. 
Some of them may find that they 
are losing valuable constituents, 
but the committee couldn’t help 
that, 

However, Chialernars Remmers of 
the party committee has sent % 
protest against the passage of the 
bill to the Board of Aldermen, in 
behalf of his committee, which 
voted against the plan for these 
reasons: That the lines were rot 
fairly laid out; that inequalities 
were apparent, and that lines were 
irregular to include “certain fa- 
vored persons” and to exclude oth- 
ers. The Republican committee 
had requested the redistricting to 
equalize wards, but Remmers de- 
clared that it felt the purpose of its 
desire was not carried out. 

Of course, the restricting would 
give some of the proposed new 
wards a funny shape. In some 
wards which had to be reduced in 
area, the aldermen and committee 
folk had their dwellings most in- 
conveniently near the extremities, 
and little crochety jogs in the 
boundary lines had to be made to 
keep from losing them. 

Districts of Weird Shape. 

Previous districtings, every 10 or 
12 years, have’also been made with 
a view‘to the residential locations 
of the Aldermen and some others. 
But the present ward map presents 
a-much more regular appearance 
than the new map which Alderman

Not only the Sixth Ward, but 
the Fifth, extends from the river

‘U. 3. ON FOREIGN DEBTS 


|Largest Installment Is $67,200,000 
From Great Britain, as 
Interest. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Pay- 
ments totaling $90,757,665.01 were 
received yesterday by the Treasury 
from 13 foreign countries toward 
settlement of their war indebted- 
ness to the United States. 

Great Britain made the largest 
payment of $67,200,000 in the form 
of Treasury notes purchased on the 
American market. The amount re- 
ceived from Great Britain consti- 
tuted the eleventh semiannual in- 
terest payment on the total of that 
country's debt. 

France paid in cash $11,250,000 
on the principal of its war debta 
while the Italian payment of $5,- 
000,000 was its third annual in- 
stallment on its debt principal due 
from that country. 

Payments from other countries 
were. Belgium, $38,575,000 as in- 
terest and installment on principal; 
Czech@slovakia, $1,500,000; Esth-
